SUMEINTERMSTING INFORMATION. 


Some interesting information rela— 
tive to the far north of Alberta was 
eontained in the: remarks of Mr. 
Bredin, member ot the legislature for 
the most northerly riding in the pro- 
vineo in his address upon moving the 
‘speech from the throne. Mr. Bredin 
said; 


“It muy be interesting to this 
house to know that-the first printed 
agricnitural report from what is now 
the provinte of Alberta, related tothe 
constituency of Alhserta, which I have 
the honor to represent in this house. 
Absolutely the first two attempts by 
white men to grow orops of any kind 
in Alberta were. made, firet at the 
confluence of ithe Athabasca and 
Olearwater rivers, and secondly at 
the confluence of the Red river with 
the Peace.. The first point.is in Ath- 
abaeca and the second place. is in th; 
constituency represented in this house 
by.the honorable member for Peace 
‘These experiments were suo 
eessfully tried in the 18th century, 
about,120 years. ago. These places 


_ are respectively 250 and 400 miles 


north of Edmonton. The printed re- 
port that I bave referred toisto be 
found in the 1801 edition of Alexan- 
der McKenzie's account of histravels 
to ‘the frozen.ocean and the western 
Fenn sea.
